(» rotectlon for this reason; whereas, 
nations of tlic old world have In a 
(iianner become affected, tha t Is, they 
Itave arrived a t limits of expanse and 
development, and so for their over- 
[tlus and overllow of ¡wjpulatlon are 
compelled to tak e advantage of the 
new world, 
especially 
the 
Hulled 
States portion of It. 
One result of an 
overi» lus of iMiiiuhitlon m ust tie a con­ 
dition of eheai» uied luh » r; cheapened 
lalior will jiroduce cheapened commo­ 
dities of trade. On the othe r hand the 
Fnited States as a nation Is yet In Its 
Infancy, vigorous, with healthy life 
and filled w ith hope. 
Its glory lies In 
ttie future and in this fact lurk s a 
grand elem ent of encouragem ent for 
tts()Coplc, realizing tha t Fiiglaud and 
continental Furope can m anufacture 
an article cheaper •than the United 
S tate it seems most prudent tha t the 
ufovernmerit jirotect Its m anufacture 
and work ers bv a higher tariff. Among 
Furopeun nations trade with each 
other Is Imperatlve.for the simple rea­ 
son none of them contains within it 
self resources sufficient to guarantee 
the HUpidylngor affording to Its peo 
pie articles of general need compris­ 
ing the products of mine, field and 
manufacture. 
One Immense feature 
of our own country consists In the fa« ;t 
tha t we have within our own borders 
nearly every description of article de 
manded by our jieople. 
In this wav 
our internal trade may lie developed 
to an enormous extent. T he north 
changing w ith the south, the east 
with the west, and It appears to me 
by k eeping a McKinley harrier against 
Furoiie’s cheapened productions, we 
foster a trad e among ourselves tha t 
would more than comjiensate for w hat 
benefit m ight be derived by supply­ 
ing to the people,through the medium 
of free trade a cheapened article and 
which a t the same tim e would mean a 
reduction in wages to agiar of con 
tinental Furope. 
I k now of no sane 
man tha t would advance the argum ent 
such a change Is desirable. 
I t Is not 
the fact of being able to purchase 
cheaply 
t ha t constitutes 
national 
prosperity, b u t tliccondition of an ac­ 
tive, vigorous and ab u nd ant money 
circulation, and nothing Is so con 
ducive to this as an active state of 
trade 
and 
manufacture. 
But, 
if 
foreigners are going to m anufacture 
for us. w hat signifies a cheapened 
article If our own Industries are shu t 
down. T he Wilson, Cleveland, Htrauss 
and Gorman compromise opens the 
fk od gates of our ports for foreign pro­ 
ducts made by cheap labor. 
,Wilson 
and Cleveland policy Is all right for 
Isador Strauss and his Ilk ; 
nearly 
104,hob pack ages have been lmi>orted 
this year against 04,000 last year; 
mak e your own comparison. They are 
work ing full handed In England while 
the reverse Is the case here. 
Anyone 
who will legislate for the welfare of a 
foreigner to the Injury of hisown coun- 
Hrv is a traitor. A short tim e ago I re­ 
ceived a U tte r from a friend of mine in 
iJngland, a large m anufacturer.

says be does not want to see McKinley 


president, hei'auselt w m ld Inlure and 
destroy Kngllsh trade.

Russia has made China a 
larg e preliminary loan,and the French 
g ov ernment, with tlie aid of Parisian 
bankers, iias found the money for Rus­ 
sia.
